British and Dutch Told To Remove 
U. S. Insignia From Anti-Rebel Arms 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(UP)' 
Secretary of State Byrnes an- 
mounced today that the United 
States has asked the British and 
Dutch to remove U. S. insignia 
from lend-lease military equip- 
ment used against native uprisings 
in Indonesia. . 

He told a news conference that 
the United States objects to the 


use of lend-lease equipment in sit- 
uations with political connota- 


tions. 

He said the U. S. request fol- 
lows a policy of long standing— 
that where any lend-lease- prop- 
erty is used ‘or political purposes 
it should not bear the emblem of 
the United States. 

Byrnes said the United States 
has not asked either Britain or the 
Netherlands to stop using lend- 


lease equipment in Indonesia. He. 
said the two countries would not 
be asked to pay for equipment) 
from which the U. S. insignia is 
removed. 

He denied reports that. Latin- 
American nations have protested 
to this government the use of lend- 
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tionists in Venezuela. Repor 
from Venezuela have said that 
such equipment is being used by 
rebel forces. 

The uprisings in Venezuela and 
Indonesia sharpened the problem 
of .exactly what “strings” the 
United States still has to lend- 
lease equipment. 

Byrnes. noted that there are 
various kinds of lend-lease con- 
tracts. The question whether the 
equipment belongs to the recipi-

Dr. I. R. Soekarno, Indonesian 
nationalist leader, has appealed to 
President Truman to stop the 
Dutch from using Allied equip- 
ment in the Indies.

House Group 
Hears New 
Pay Hike Plea 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(/)— 
Labor Secretary Schwellenbach 
today renewed a plea to congress 
to raise the minimum national 
wage immediately from 40 to 65 
cents an hour. 

In the midst of government ef- 
forts to solve labor troubles he 
went to Capitol Hill to place the 
proposal before the House Labor 
‘Committee. These were his three 
main ints: 

1, at 65 cents an hour “is 
necessary at this time in justice to 
that large group of low paid wage 
earners who have never received 
sufficient income to maintain an 
American standard of living.” 

2. The new minimum, which 
would rise ultimately to 75 cents 
an hour under “legislation now be- 
ing considered by the committee, 
“should prove beneficial not only 
to the low paid workers but also 
to other economic groups” by in- 
creasing purchasing power and ex- 
panding production. 

3. It also should “assist our sys- 
tem of free competitive enterprise 
in working out its true functions. 
We will not secure the most: ef- 
ficient production of goods and 
services by permitting competitors 
to outrival each other in wage 


‘| cutting.” 


Schwellenbach said extension of 
the minimum wage law to classes 
of workers not now covered, in- 
cluding agricultural workers, is 
good “as an ultimate objective.” 

While not recommending inclu- 
sion of strictly farm labor at this 
time, he did suggest that minimum 
wages should apply to persons en- 
gaged in certain agricultural proc- 
essing industries not now affected

finished materials, industrial real 
estate, aircraft, machinery, ma- 
chine tools, metals, ores, fibers, 
oil and coal products, transporta- 
tion equipment. 

tural Commodities and 
Foods— The Commodity Credit 
Corporation of the Department of 
Agriculture handles the disposal 
of ea one — processed 
food, products. . 
HOUSING FACILITIES 

Houses and Housing Facilities— 
The Federal Public Housing Au- 
thority is the disposal agency for 
these items. Included in this cate- 
gory are permanent housing which 
will be sold for use on its present 
site, demountable housing which 
may be sold either on its present 
site or ‘may be moved for use else- 
where. and temporary housing 
which will be sold only for re- 
moval from the site. 

Also in this category are real 
estate related to housing projects 
and some housing fixtures and 
equipment. 

Real Estate—A number of dis- 
posal agencies handle the various 
types of real estate. 

Real property disposed of in 
connection with industrial, mari- 
time or housing property is sold 
by the agency handling these prop- 
erties. 

SALE OF LANDS 

Farm and forest land are sold 
through the Federal Land Banks 
of the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion of the Department of Agri- 
culture.

Other types of real estate are 
sold by the division offices of the 
Public Buildings Administration 
of the Federal Works Agency.

KNOWLEDGE WANTED 

What naval experts want to 
know chiefly is whether the force 
of the underwater explosion will 
be largely upward, tending to lift 
vessels out of the water and per- 
mit them to settle back again 
with relatively minor damage, or 
whether it will be exerted lateral- 
ly and thus tend to crush the 
hulls. Water itself, being incom- 
pressible, has a oe of magni- 
fying the concussion Df ordinary 
‘explosives and transmitting their 
fotce rapidly over a wide area. 

The major difficulty involved in 
conducting this experiment lies in 
the fact that it must be staged in 
very deep water, where’ the re- 
sults will not be affected by the 
ocean floor. Singe there is no way 
whereby large ships may be se- 
ecurely anchored in these depths, 
the experiment will have to await 
perfect weather when the target 
fleet may be ‘maneuvered into the 
desired position and abandoned.

Congress showed plainly mean- 
while that it is not in a hurry to 
act on the President’s request for 
one year of military training for 
every youth 18 to 20. The Senate

The,U. S. Senate has just adopted a bill 


to cut next year’s taxes by $5,788,000,000. 


The legislation would deduct $2,644,000,- 
000 from the taxes of individuals ‘and 
$2,934,000,000 from the levies on corpora- 
tions. In addition, revenues would be de- 
creased $140,000,000 through repeal of the 
$5-a-year auto use tax. | 


The house tax reduction measure, on the 
other hand, provides only for a $5,350,000,- 
000 decrease. Of this.amount, $2,627,000,- 
000—approximately the same amount as 
provided in the senate bill—would be 
saved by individuals. But, where the sen- 
ate bill calls for a reduction of $2,934,000,- 
000 on corporation taxes, the house meas- 
ure provides for felief of $1,888,000,000, or 
nearly a billion dollars less. Conversely, 
the house bill calls for elimination of the 
excise tax on luxuries, a revenue field the 
senate measure leaves untouched. 


Our fear is that, when a joint commit- 
tee from the two houses gets together ‘to 
reconcile the measures, the result will be a 
bill which will include the major reduction 


factors of both, thereby cutting federal 


revenues from six to seven billion dollars. 


It will be remembered that Treasury 


Secretary Vinson warned in his original 
recommendations that, under no circum- 
stances, should taxes be cut more than five 
billion dollars. 


It should also be recalled that, even be- 
fore the tax cuts, the federal deficit for 
the present fiscal year will run in the 
neighborhood of 30 billion dollars; that the 
nationa. deficit has already soared to more 
than 260 billion dollars; that 85 million of 
us have placed our faith and money in war 
bonds which must be redeemed within the 
next decade. 


And it cannot be overlooked that infla- 
tion continues to threaten our entire econo- 
my; that the 145-billion-dollar public sav- 
ings—half of which is in checking accounts 
ready to be spent—is exerting steady infla- 
tionary pressure; that taxes represent one 
of the most effective means of drawing off 
this surplus spending power and thus re- 
tarding further inflation. 


Secretary Vinson was extremely op- 
timistic, in the minds of most economists, 
in setting the possible tax cut as high as 
five billion dollars. For the future’s sake, 
then, don’t let congress raise the ante. 


Taxes are cheaper than inflation.

The Winds of Fear 
Make Us Feel Cold 


This fellow was talking and he said, “Every 

now and then a chill wind seems to: blow right 

: through my thinking. I feel naked and cold 

mentally. But it is gone before I can.analyze it. I have a vague 
realization that fear touched me. That is all.” 

It was fear, of course. Fear runs through our thinking like 
mice through an attic. ; 

The black wing of fear brushes us all. That is one reason there 
is so much truculence and petulance in this period of peace. 

Economics and emotions get mixed up and fear leads them both 
a dance. 

The atomic bomb, which may be doing jobs for us within five 
years which make the Jinnee of Aladdin’s lamp look common- 
place, ought to have been a refuge, a great rock in a weary land, 
in the shadow of which we might take our ease while the peoples 
of earth were afraid. 

Created by the minds of many men and women, including ref- 
ugee and Scandinavian, it is no secret. The Russians have hired 
German scientists who were at work on it. The real secret is 
the “know-how” which built those vast buildings and complicated 
machines in Tennessee. And the “know-how” can be hired. 

So, we cannot rest in the shade of the atomic bomb. And that 
makes us afraid and petulant and resentful in our thinking. The 
mice of fear run through the attics of our skulls and we feel cold 
and naked and afraid. 

“But, surely,” we say, “there must be some way, some easier 
way—” : 

But there isn’t. 


“1: 4 Harry S. Truman, acting with consider- 
Military Trajning able courage and disregard of political 
reverberations, asks for a year of military training “when the fear: 
of the war. still is upon us.” 


Congress, deluged with telegrams, letters and demands from 
persons in their districts with enough influence to win elections, 
all calling for them to help get their sons out of the Army, may 
be expected to draw back. 

At a time when a million and more men are demanding .out 
of the Army and Navy, to pass legislation requiring a year’s service 
is something to make them pause. They know it ought to be done. 
They know what Gen. Marshall said, that we hardly were a third- 
rate power when the war came; they know the facts. But they 
will not have the courage to act because the people haven’t got it. 


So, we will muddle this one. The fact that buttons may be 
pressed to send hundreds of flying atomic bombs toward any city; 
the fact that never again will war be “declared,” but instead will 
be signaled by the arrival of destruction—all this does not remove 
the dogface, the GI, the infantryman. Science can kill great num- 


bers of him, but he remains still as a vital part of warfare. So” 


do ships and planes. 

But congress will. not have the courage because the people 
haven’t got it. This is a period of fretting, of confusion, of angers, 
of turbulences. And not a time for action. We will pay, un- 
fortunately, a great price for it.

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Heroes In this period we attack our leaders. The left-wing 

press doesn’t like Gen. MacArthur. But the Navy, 
which isn’t Communist, doesn't like him either. There are attacks 
on Halsey and Nimitz for trosing ships in typhoons instead of 
leaving them in harbors where they would, of course, have been 
blown aground and lost. And so on. 

We do ourselves a great disservice by attacking our leadership 
with foolish and ‘ridiculous stories, most of them downright silly.

Finally, and at great loss of time and expense, we will find 
that there is only one solution—and that is a genuine international 
association and’ agreement. 

There is no great rock in this weary land of facts, as there is 
in the spiritual world. There is no shadow in which to rest. 

If we fail, then the beginnings of World War III are already 
to be seen. 

It is no wonder our mental selves now and then feel naked and 
cold as the wind of fear blows by.

Mistaken Loyalties 
Often Lead Astray 


Probably one of the most overemphasized 
| | subjects of comment and discussion nowadays is 
agg hin aaa covered in the generic title of “juvenile de- 
linquency.” Most of the interest evoked among older people in 
this problem is, obviously, desirable and constructive. Much of 
the effort to channel youthful exuberance into desirable activities, 
rather than into mischief that evolves into crime, can be described 
as no other than commendable. There is, however, a fringe among 
the older critics whose interest springs from not too worthy de- 
sires, frustrations, what have you. No need to go deeply into 
subconscious psychology here, however. 

There is one facet of the problem, though, of which I have but 
rarely read or heard and one which, it seems to me, is worthy of 
our prayerful study. 

So, although reams of paper have been run through all sorts and 
conditions of typewriters on the subject, perhaps one more will not 


be amiss. Its proportion to the whole is so small. 
There is a type of youth, constituting a large 


Hidden Motives proportion of thosé young offenders who make 


up the shocking statistics, by the lower age groups, of so-called 
“criminals,” which is usually tragically misunderstood by their 
elders. 

That is the youth who is led astray because of his loyalty to 
an individual or an ideal which, to him, is a more important loyalty, 
ethically, than observance of the law. 


Many a youth has found himself before the courts, charged with 
crime or misdemeanor, because of misplaced loyalty to a com: 
panion or to an ideal. Such an ideal, perhaps, as the ethical law 
not to take a “dare,” not to betray a friend, not to be traitor to 
the group. : 

In such cases it is literally true that the youngster finds him- 
self in trouble because of his own idealism. It is, frequently, an 
idealism that officers of the law and of the courts cannot under- 
stand. It is a sense of ethics beyond the comprehension of puzzled 
and shocked parents. It is something which the boy knows, in- 
stinctively, will not be understood. It is, therefore, something he 
keeps locked within himself, never condescending to explain to 
the older ones who, he knows, would be too obtuse to follow his 
reasoning. 


. so73 Such a boy is, perhaps, sent to a place 
Creates Criminals of confinement. It may be a sort of 
> ny mild or, in too many instances, it may be a routine jail or 
prison. 

He feels, within himself, that he has acted in the only way a 
decent fellow could act. He has been loyal to his group, his pal, 
his boyish ethics. He could, with clear conscience, have a®ted no 
otherwise. He would have felt shame if he had. 

And now he is branded as a “delinquent,” at best; as a crimi- 
nal, at worst. He is punished and, in that punishment, he is forced 
to associate wtih many who are undesirable influences. 


He becomes resentful. + He begins, inevitably, to consider him- 
self a martyr, a sort of hero undergoing punishment for an act 
which he still feels to have been the only way a decent fellow 
could act. True, he has broken one of the innumerable—ofttimes 
unnecessary—laws of a stodgy sort of adult society. But he has 
remained true to his own ideals. 

He ends his term of punishment and, unless his future is guided 
by teachers, parents, friends imbued with genius for such a task, 
his secret resentment may transform him into a lifetime enemy of 
the society which, he feels, has treated him unjustly. 


, Too often, when we try to delve into the 
We Cannot Know motivation for some youthful misstep, we 
fail utterly to catch even a glimmer of the true reason hidden in. 
the heart of the youth before us. He doesn’t trust us to under- 
stand and, thus doubtful, he becomes dumb and, it seems to us, 
stupid and stubborn. He won’t even try to explain the “why” of 
his mistake. 

And so we decide he is of low intellect, has, perhaps, been im- 
properly “brought up” at home, and we send him with others like 
him to some place of detention. Or place him under strict parole. 

And his dumb rage at our failure to understand grows stronger 
and, first thing we know, he is definitely aligned with the anti- 
social groups. t 

Youth holds loyalties and decencies different from those of 
adulthood. 

If we would understand “juvenile delinquency” we must acquire, 
somehow, the inspired genius of understanding and properly eval- 
uating those secret rules of youthful ethics.

There will be 
a roast turkey with sage dressing 
and rich gravy and hot biscuits, 
little sausages and candied sweet 
potatoes and cranberry sauce and 
spiced peaches; mincemeat and 
pumpkin pies and chocolate layer 
cake and a dozen other things, 
with nuts and mints at the finish. 
(Eut across the world there will 
be other people, no less deserving 
than we, who would thank God 
for the scraps we rake’ into the 
garbage can. Millions of them, in- 
cluding little children, will be 
empty and sick with hunger.) 


“We are thankful for our free- 
dom, so nearly lost and so dearly 
saved.” (But in other lands, though 
the chief tyrants are dead or in 
prison, those who love freedom 
still speak in whispers and live in 
dread of spies and brutal police 
and torture chambers.) 

“We are thankful for our warm 
and comfortable homes.” (But 
across the sea there are millions 
who no longer have homes. They 
live in sheds built of scraps, and 
have no hope of obtaining fuel. 
Thinly clad and undernourished, 
they will freeze to death like starv- 
ing range cattle caught in a bliz- 
zard.) 

“We are thankful for our health 
and strength and cleanliness, and 
for medicine and hospitals when 
we have need of them.” (But in 
other lands our brothers wear 
filthy rags, acrawl with vermin. 
They have little vitality to resist 
disease, and are easy prey for all 
the plagues known to men in 
misery.) 

So we shall give thanks, compar- 
ing our lot with that of others. 
And our prayers will mean: “We 
thank Thee, Father, that we are 
not as other men.” Thus the Phari-

Everything Points 
To Hitler's Death 


WASHINGTON.—British intelligence sources, 

working in close co-operation with American 

: Army investigators, have now filed a report 
giving their final conclusions as to the fate of Adolph Hitler, 


Hitler, the report states, is considered to' be dead. So far as 
the British and Americans are concerned, the case involving the 
disappearance of the Fuehrer has been marked off as closed. 

The Russians, who went into Berlin first, have been more wary 
about expressing a conclusion on Hitler’s end. All they will say 
is that he is presumed to be dead—but they aren’t any too sure 
about it. They have refused to close the case, as we and the 
British apparently have. 

The report of British and-American intelligence officers should 
make interesting reading when it is finally released. 

According to the reported final conclusions of British and Amer- 
ican intelligence sources, Hitler and Eva Braun, whom he is sup- 
posed to have married shortly before the German collapse, died in 
the reichschancellery in the last days of the fighting in Berlin. Their 
bodies are said to have been burned beyond recognition at the time, 


} ; 

A Witness? Qne of the chief bits of evidence was obtained 

* 'from Hitler’s former chauffeur, who claims to 

have assisted in the burning of the bodies. Allied intelligence 

officers have had him under questioning for several months. They 
apparently have been unable to break down his story. 

Everyone else who was a witness to the last scene in the 
reichschancellery has also been interrogated. We and the Bri 
particularly have made the most painstaking inquiry into the matter. 

We wanted to make sure that, Hitler was, in fact, dead, that a 
giant hoax was not being perpetrated in the reports of his death. 
If still alive, we were prepared to execute the greatest manhunt 
in history to find him. He headéd the list of arch criminals among 
the warmongers and we were determined not to let him escape. 

Gen. Eisenhower evidently accepts the findings of our intelli- 
gence officers. He made a statement just the other da¥, correcting 
something that had been attributed to him by one of the Scan- 
dinavian papers, in which he went on record as believing the 
Fuehrer is no more. 

And so, in the face of the findings of our investigating officers, 
we are compelled to write an official finis on the strange case of 
Adolph Hitler. Until evidence to the contrary is produced, he will 
be allowed to pass on into history, taking his place with the other 
scoundrels and blood-thirsty aggressors who have permitted ambi- 
tion and the lust for power to plunge the world into war. 

For a time we were disturbed 


No Longer Apprehensive about leaving Hitler’s fate un- 


clarified for fear that the German people would build up a myth 
around his name. He held such a position of power during his 
life that we were afraid his name might remain as a rallying point 
for the German people, unless it could be proved that he was dead. 

But a clearer appreciation of the wreckage and ruin wrought 
throughout Germany by his militaristic rule has caused Allied 
officials to lose their concern. 

It will be years before the people cease to have these reminders 
constantly before them. 

Measured in the blood and ruin he cost his people, little will be 
found in his life to glorify. His whole career was based upon lies 
and deceptions, even to the false assurances he gave his people 
about never being bombed. , ' 

Hitler did not die the ignominious death that his chief Axis 
collaborator, Mussolini, did; but his end was equally violent. He 
met a flaming death in the ruins of his temple, the réichschancel- 
lery, without his body even being preserved for burial. 

At least these are the findings of the official investigators.

Is Joseph Ryan a dictator in the 
International Longshoremen’s As- 


‘sociation of the AFL and does 


racketeering exist? 

Of course. Most unions of both 
the AFL and the CIO are ruled 
by .dictators or royal groups: with 
truly regal privileges and powers, 
and for years some of the sub- 
bosses of Ryan’s union have run 
rackets under a system, typical 
of the American union movement, 
which giyes them the position and 
powers pf Tammany district 
bosses. In Ryan’s union, the lo- 
cal dictators dealt in liquor and 
the numbers racket and applicants 
for some of the jobs had to pay 
an initiation fee of $500. 


CHALLENGED with such 
charges during the war, Ryan tac- 
itly admitted them but explained 
that that was no time to under- 
take reforms.

FROM CHINA 


salt Helped 
Win the War 


(Editor’s Note: This is the sec- 
ond in a series of articles writ- 
ten especially for The Constitu- 
tion by students of the Post- 
Graduate School of Journalism 
in Chungking. Today’s is by Paul 
Wang). 


Lack of salt might well have 
lost the war for the China of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. That 
it didn’t was due to the fact that 
Free China’s wartime capital and 
refugee industries were located in 
Szechwan province near historic 
1,500-year-old salt wells. that pro- 
duced 80 per cent of Free China’s 
salt needs. 

China’s prewar salt production 
of nearly 500,000 tons a year was 
cut by more than half when the 
Japanese seized the great Chinese 
sea-water salt production centers 
along the coast in 1937 and 1938. 
And of Free China’s salt produc- 
tion ... from lakes and salt rock 
wells ... Szechwan province turn- 
ed out more than half the amount 
needed by Generalissimo Chiang’s 
soldiers and peasants. 


Chungking, was the center 
Szechwan’s salt 
the war... as it had been for 
nearly 2,000 years. 

Szechwan salt wells take five 
to ten years to drill at a cost of 
something like $1,000,000 a month. 
Most of the salt wells at Tze Kung 
were drilled six or seven years 
ago. In 1942, 40 new wells were 
being drilled. By the time the 
war ended only two were under 


construction. 


WITH THE WAR OVER, most 
of China’s salt will again come 
from the coast. There, before the 
war, it cost only three to four 
cents a pound to produce salt... 
whereas salt cost $3 to $4 a pound 
to produce in Szechwan. 

However, the Tze Kung and 
other salt wells of Szechwan may 
still play an important role in 
postwar China. Szechwan has be- 
come a center. of Chinese heavy 
industry. Much of the heavy ma- 
chinery transported from coastal 
#rea will continue to operate there 
after the war

Meanwhile, they are hoping to 
find something that approximates 
wartime pay. Consequently they 
are holding off from taking other, 
lower-paid jobs of a different 
kind. They contribute to the frus- 
tration that has gripped so many 
war workers. 


THERE IS another factor in the 
holding off and waiting atound 
which comes out in questioning 
some workers why they do not 
take available jobs at lower pay. 
They reply that if: they took a 
job at a much reduced hourly 
rate, which is true of most of the 
available jobs, then when they 
would go back to their former

There are not enough jobs to 
take care of the war overflow of 
the semi-skilled class, as contrast- 
ed with prospects for the real 
skilled workers. .

The city fathers and 
businessmen go all out to enter- 
tain the young farmers, such as 
giving them banquets, with floor 
shows from the smartest supper 
clubs. The winners are interview- 
ed and photographed for the press 
with as much fanfare as a Holly- 
wood star. Nor does the 4-H Club 
member and Future Farmer sleep 
on a pile of straw near his calf. 
He puts up at a good hotel. 

One of our Murray county boys 
is now on a trip with all expenses 
. paid to Tallahassee, New Orleans 
and Baton Rouge as a result of 
raising super seed potatoes. Two 


years ago an 11-year-old from Eton 
raised a prize-winning Angus 
Aberdeen calf which brought her 
more than $800 in cash, as well 
as photographs and stories in the 
daily papers and a national maga- 
zine. This lassie was not the only 
prize winner from the county, The 
20-odd boys and girls taking their 
pet calves to the Atlanta fat cat- 
tle show brought home a total of 
more than $5,000 in prizes and 
sales money.

Few Americans realize, as they 
should, that racketeering in unions 
is legal. Suppese that a regional 
boss of Ryan’s union compels the 
stevedores to buy liquor at a store 
run by his wife or brother under 
penalty of expulsion, and charges 
them more than a fair price.

Trading elsewhere could be called

mission. And if they fell in ar- 
rears with their tribute to the 
president’s son on the first of the 
month, out they went, and in some 
CIO unions the workers may be 
compelled to give a tithe or more 
for Russian re or Communist 
propaganda or the Political Action 
gg re ea Those, too, are rack- 
ets. 


SO LIFE TENURE for Ryan and 
racketeering, as such, were not the 
real objections of the Communists 
to Ryan’s control of the loading 
on the New York waterfront. He 
was Offensive because he was de- 
fending the Atlantic ports against 
Communism, 


WIELIAM E. WARREN, the 
rank-and-filer who led the New 
York revolt, has now repudiated 
his own strike and announced that 
he was imposed on by Nathan 
Witt, a leftwing attorney, former- 
ly secretary of the National La- 
bor Relations Board.

PROVED. HIMSELF ‘ 

Gilmer has already proved him- 
self to be one of the best passers 
of all time. I’d rank him as the 
greatest passer in football today, 
college or pro. But the most amaz- 
ing part of this 158-pound kid is 
that he is one of the best all-over- 
the-field tacklers you'll see in 
mavy years. That he is a fine ball 
carrier who is not only elusive but 
who can hold his feet with a 190- 
pound back. Also that he is one 
of the most accurate kickers in the 
game today. 

Against Tennessee last week he 
kicked out of bounds on the Vol- 
unteers’ four-yard line. The play 
was called back. On his second 
shot Gilmer again kicked out on 
the four-yard line. Also against 
the big forward walls of L. S. U. 
and Tennessee he drove his way 
through the lines as well as he cut 
around the flanks, carrying 200- 
pounders for four and five extra 
yards. 

How often do you see a star 
passer, a fine ball carrier and a 
good kicker starring in a defen- 
sive role? After the Duke Sugar 
Bowl game last winter I ran into 
Tom Davis, Duke’s fast, 190-pound 
back. 

“Gilmer?” he said. “He is no 
158-pounder. He must have nailed 
me.10 times today and I thought 
he was going to tear me apart.” 
But 158 to 160 is Gilmer’s weight, 
with which he does the job of four 
men, For example, in his last. three 
big games, against Duke, L. S. U. 
and Tennessee, he was largely re- 
sponsible for the 77 points Ala- 
bama scored, 

POISE, TIMING, SKILL 

Gilmer’s three main ingredients 
are poise, timing and skill. The 
Alabama star has thin shoulders 
and a rather narrow chest, but he 


knows better exactly what to do 
under all conditions. He can whip 
a bullet pass as Baugh does or 
give you a 50-yard arm throw of 
the Luckman type. And he rarely 
misses his target. If he has made 
a single bad or wild pass, I never 
saw it. But it is his coolness, his 
timing, his durability that make 
his skill stand out. He throws his 
shorter pass with a wrist flip that 
can’t be intercepted. And he can 
also nail a receiver 50 yards away, 
after leaving his feet from the 
jump.” 

LEADING FACTOR 

Gilmer has been a leading fac- 
tor in carrying Alabama up to the 
rim of either the Rose or Sugar 
Bowl. The one barrier left is Geor- 
gia. When you figure that Ala- 
bama beat L. S. U. 26 to 7 and 
that L. S. U.. beat Georgia 32 to 0, 
Trippi and all, this would seem to 
be only a six-inch hurdle. 

But a team beaten down as 
Georgia was is due for a big re- 
bound and Trippi will have had 
this extra week in which to fit 
into the Georgia system. It 
shouldn’t be, but it can be, a much 
tougher game than it looks on copy 
paper, which isn’t a football field.
